Here, fo2 that we wanted victualles,our mailfer was 
conſtrained to goe climbe the great Cliffe at- Godryvey 
which is at the leaſt fo2tie fatham hye , and wonderfull 
ftrepe, which none of vs durſt venture to doe, and (Godbe 
bleſſed fo2 it) he had no harme at all, but ſurely to all like- 
lyhodes, had his fote once ſlipped, there could haue beene no

At this place we ſtayed two dayes at mailfzr Arou- 
dalles houſe, where we were greatly welcome , and from 
thence we went to Bottricks Caſtell, where dwellcth a 
gentleman called maiſter Hynder, there we were wether 
bound, and conſtrained to ſfay full ſeuenteene dapes, where 
we had great entcrtainement,he himſelfe offering vs, if we 
would ſfap a whole peare , wee ſhould be welcome, and 
the rathetfg2 that J was one of her Pateſtics ſeruants, 
But vpon the eighteenth dap, the foule wether ſeaſing we 
d\ againe put to the ſeay thzough the race of Hartland,

might the firtFof AugutE 13 paſt, whereuporfoz that wee 
were'ſo neare Bafſfow, J deſired mp company that

bour fo2 life, and vet had almoſt killed my ſelfe though the 
heate Jtwke in that time, rowing .as is afozeſaide, vntill 
we came 'to'Pynette, 
This done, we went from Ppnytte. and ſo betweene 
the two homes came to Baiſtow in-one tyde , and arrined 
at the backe of B2iftow, About ſire of the clocke at night. 
But it was wonderfull to ſee and heare what retop- 
eing there was on all ſdes at our coming : The Patio? of . 
B2iſtow, with his bzetberen the Aldermen, came 'to the 
water ſide,and welcomed vs moft loutngly, and the people 
came in great maltitudes to ſ& vs, i#n ſo much as'by the 
conſent of the PÞagiſtrates, they toke our Boate from vs, 
not ſuffering vs once to meddie with tt, in reſpect that we 
were all extreame wearie.,amnd carried our aide 14Boate to 
the high Croſle,in the Citie, from thence-it was conuated 
to the towne houſe, there locked ſafe all night. Ana on the 
next mozning the people of the -Citiej gathered them ſelues 
together, 4 had pepared Trumpets, D2ummes, Fyfes,4 
.Enſignes to go befoze the Boate, which was carried vpon 
mens ſhoulders round about the Citte, with the Wait:s 


of the ſaide Citte,plaping o2derly in honenr of our rare and 
zaungerous attempt atchiued, Afterwardes we were had 
to

to maifter Pato2s,to the Aldermon and Sheriftes houſes, _ 
where we were feaſted moſt ropally and ſparedfoz no coft 
all the time that we remained there, Thus haninix a while 
refreſhed our ſelues after our ſo tedious labours, we came 
to London on Saterday being the eight of Auguf. r 590, 
where to ſpeake truth without diſſembling, our entertaine- 
ment at-our coming was great and honourable, eſpectally 
at the Court , and in the Cities of London and UWeſt- 
minſter,andgenerally J found that the people greatly re - 
foyced to ſe vs in all places? 

To conclude, J hane giuen o2der that the ſaide Boafe ſhal 
be bzonght by land from B2iffow to London, where the 
watermen & ſemdzy other haue pzomiſed tograce the ſaide 
Boate with great melodie, and ſundzy volleyes of ſhot, 
which very ſhoztly is entended to be perfozmed; 

Here is to be remembzed, that betwene Hartie-point 
and Clenelly, the winde being verſe ſfrong, mp companion 
and gare fellow Andzew Hill in taking downe our ſaple. fell 
ouer bo2dinto the ſea, where by great gd happe, and by 
meanes that he helde faſt to a peece of our ſaple, we recone- 
redhim and got him vp againe ( although he were a verie 
waightie man ) which if we had not dane J could not haue 
gotten any man to haue ſapplyed his rome: but when we 
ſawe that he was amended , we gaue God thankes foz his 
recouerie. 

{@hus to God J with my fellow mates, gine moſt har- 
tie pzayers and thankes fo2 onr ſafe deliverance from ſo tm- 
minent daungers as we haue bene in ſince our departure 
from the Court at Greenewitch, being ffill defended by the 
mightie and handie wozke of Almightic God,to whom we 
tn all obedience and duetie daply pzay fo2 the p2oſperous 
health of her Pateftte,andher honourable Councell, whoſe 
liucs and welfare is the ſtrength and maintenance of this 
land,and whom Almightie God, p2oſper and pzeſerne now 
and euer, Amen,
